‘To have and to hold said tractor parcel of 
land with all of its appurtenances unto the said John John J.Yeary 
and Blizgaheth P.Yeary his wife and their heirs forever and the sald 
A.L. Loyd and Minerva A.Loyd his wife James *.Loyd and Florra Loyd 
hereby covenants that they have good right and title to Said land 
that the same is not eneumbe wed (except by widows dower as has 
already been described) and that they will warrant generally the 
Litle to the same.
